MEMORANDUM. 

The amendment of the law effected by this Bill is to remove 
from the education authority the final responsibility for saying 
whether a child is or is not underfed, and to impose that duty 
upon the school medical officer (should one exist), the medical 
officer of health, or other medical official. As the law stands it 
rests with the education authorities to say whether there are 
or are not underfed children attending their- schools, and in 
consequence whether the Act should or should not be put into 
operation. 

Provision is made in clause 1 enabling the education com- 
mittee, school managers, and head teachers to ask the doctor to 
examine the child. It also provides for the medical examination 
of a child alleged, by the persons authorised, to be suffering 
from underfeeding; and the head teacher is empowered, pending 
the medical report, to make temporary provision for the child. 
The second clause amends the limitations imposed by the 
Education (Provision of Meals) Act, 1906, and the third clause 
legalises the feeding of children during the school vacation. 

Clause 4 provides that the results of medical inspection shall 
be presented to the local education authority in the form of 
an annual report, and that the report must be published or be 
open to inspection by ratepayers. 

Clause 5 provides for an appeal by not less than five members 
of the local education authority or twenty ratepayers to the 
Board of Education, and it deals with the powers of the Board 
of Education to enforce the Act.

Provided that in the case of any child which, in the opinion 
of the head teacher of a school, is one of urgent necessity, the 
head teacher may make temporary provision for such child,

4. The results of medical inspection under this Act shall 

he presented to the local education authority in an annual report 25 
on the physical condition of the children in their schools, and 
copies of such report shall he open for the inspection of the 
ratepayers, who may make extracts therefrom; and a copy of 
each report shall he sent to the Board of Education. 

5. If it is represented to the Board of Education by five 30 

members of a local education authority, or on the petition of 
not less than twenty ratepayers within their area, that the local 
education authority are persistently failing in their duty under 
this Act, the Board of Education may cause inquiry to be made, 
and may call upon the local education authority to perform 35 
then- duties under this Act, and, failing compliance, may with- 
hold or reduce any grants or make such order as they think 
necessary or proper for the purpose of compelling the local 
authority to fulfil their duty, and any such order may he enforced 
by mandamus. 4,0 
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6. Any expenses incurred by a local education authority 
under this Act shall be deemed to be expenses incurred and 
payable under the Education Acts, 1870 to 1903, and the 
provisions o:L‘ those Acts shall apply to expenses incurred under 

5 this Act.v 

7. This Act shall not apply to Scotland. 

8. This Act may be cited as the Education (Administrative 
Provisions) Act, 1914.
